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AN  UNPUBLISHED  CARAUSIUS  AUREUS 


After  having  had  through  our  hands  the  choice  Carausius  aureus  ot  pax  CARAVSI 
avg  type  which  had  been  found  in  1975  at  Portswood,  Southampton  Bulletin , 
December  1976),  we  consider  ourselves  more  than  fortunate  in  having  been  able  to 
acquire  recently  a  completely  new  gold  coin  of  this  emperor  (illustrated  2) : 

Obv.  virtvs  caravsi.  Cuirassed  and  draped  bust  left  in  crested  helmet  decorated 
with  scroll  pattern. 

Rev.  ories  (sic)  avg.  Sol  standing,  looking  left,  holding  globe  and  whip;  at  his  feet 
left,  a  bound  captive. 
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The  coin  weighs  4.288  grammes  and  has  a  specific  gravity  of  17.54.  The  portraiture 
is  certainly  not  typically  Carausian ;  in  fact,  it  bears  a  strong  resemblance  to  helmeted 
bust  aurei  of  Postumus  ( RIC .  plate  XIII,  nos.  3  and  5),  and,  if  an  early  coin  of  the 
reign,  it  is  possibly  the  temporary  reissue  of  an  obsolete  obverse  type  pending  re¬ 
ception  of  a  model  of  the  new  ruler’s  portrait.  The  decoration  of  the  helmet  is  of  new 
style.  Concentric  guide  lines  can  be  seen  under  the  legends  on  both  sides  of  the  coin, 
a  feature  observed  on  other  gold  pieces  of  Carausius;  even  so,  the  lettering  has 
been  somewhat  carelessly  engraved,  particularly  the  r’s  on  the  obverse. 

The  only  other  known  aureus  of  Carausius  with  a  helmeted  head  is  the  virtvs 
caravsi  piece  at  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale,  Paris,  which  is  of  the  rsr  mint  and  shows 
the  emperor  holding  a  spear  and  shield,  and  has  a  portrait  of  more  typical  style.  The 
reverse  of  that  piece  has  the  Wolf  and  Twins  with  the  inscription  romano  renova. 
It  may  be  noted  that  the  mis-spelling  ories  (for  oriens)  on  the  reverse  of  the  new 
coin  also  occurs  on  an  antoninianus  of  the  rsr  mint  ( RIC  611,  Webb  672). 

The  coin  was  reputedly  given  to  a  sergeant-major  in  a  transport  unit  in  the  B.E.F. 
in  France  in  1915.  He  is  believed  to  have  been  billeted  with  a  local  family  in  or  near 
Lille,  and  this  and  two  other  gold  coins  are  said  to  have  been  given  to  him  as  a  fare¬ 
well  present.  One  gold  coin  was  passed  on  to  each  of  his  three  sons,  all  serving  soldiers, 
as  ‘good  luck’  pieces.  Only  one  son  survived  the  war  and  it  is  not  known  if  the  other 
gold  coins  were  also  Roman.  The  previous  owner  had  in  his  possession  a  small 
quantity  of  French  silver  coins,  mainly  of  1912-16  vintage,  and  two  pieces  of  local 
French  paper  currency  of  Lille. 

Though  the  coin  could  be  described  as  being  in  virtually  ‘extremely  fine’  con¬ 
dition  it  does  exhibit  slight  signs  of  surface  friction  or  polishing,  which  could  be  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  coin  having  been  carried  around  as  a  ‘pocket  piece’  for  some  time. 
Not  many  more  than  a  score  of  gold  pieces  of  Carausius  are  known. — P.J.S. 


AN  EARLY  ENGLISH  COIN  FIND  IN  NORTH  AMERICA

You  may  be  interested  to  hear  of  an  old  English  coin  found  in  Northeast  Harbor, 
Maine,  U.S.A.,  04662,  on  17  April  1976,  by  Miss  Hannah  Garrett,  of  the  village, 
being  then  aged  12.  Miss  Garrett  was  helping  a  neighbour  set  up  an  egg-hunt  for 
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grandchildren  when  she  noticed  a  blown-over  cedar  whose  roots  were  largely  ex¬ 
posed. 

Looking  among  the  roots  for  suitable  places  to  hide  eggs,  she  found  a  small,  black 
disk.  Being  a  most  intelligent  young  lady  she  tucked  it  in  a  pocket  and  later  showed 
it  to  her  father,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Edwin  A.  Garrett,  III,  a  retired  Episcopal  clergyman, 
of  Sticks  and  Stones,  Northeast  Harbor.  Mr.  Garrett  at  once  cleaned  and  polished  it. 

The  location  of  the  cedar  probably  explains  the  hnd.  It  is  400  yards  due  west  of  a 
very  secure  anchorage,  with  an  average  depth  at  low  tide,  close  to  shore,  of  25  feet. 
The  anchorage  is  in  fact  a  little  cove  between  Sargeant  (sic)  Head  and  the  Clifton 
Dock.  These  terrain  features  are  all  on  the  west  side  of  Northeast  Harbor,  from  which 
the  village  takes  its  name.  Three  hundred  yards  south  of  the  hnd  site  is  another 
anchorage,  although  local  opinion  is  that  it  does  not  compare  with  the  first  mentioned. 
Lastly,  the  hnd  site  is  800  yards  east  of  Somes  Sound,  the  only  fjord  in  North  America. 
Neither  Mr.  Garrett  nor  I  are  numismatists  and  would  be  most  grateful  for  your 
readers’  opinions.  One  may  note  that  in  1527  the  Mary  of  Guilford ,  under  royal 
charter,  worked  her  way  down  this  coast,  and  frequently  sent  parties  ashore. — Riley 
Sunderland,  Windy  Corner ,  Bar  Harbor,  Maine,  04609. 


( Editor's  note.  The  coin  found  is  a  London  mint  silver  groat  of  the  second  coinage  of  Henry 
VIII,  mint  mark  arrow.  It  is  in  good  condition.  From  the  known  order  of  the  second  coinage 
mint  marks  it  is  doubtful  if  the  coin  could  have  belonged  to  a  sailor  on  the  Mary  of  Guilford; 
it  is,  however,  an  unusual  and  interesting  hnd). 


A  NEW  CANADIAN  DOLLAR 


EDMONTON,  December  2,  1977:  The  Minister  of  State  for  Fitness  and 
Amateur  Sport  announced  today  that  a  silver  dollar  will  be  struck  by  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint  to  commemorate  the  XI  Commonwealth  Games  which  will  be  held 
in  Edmonton  from  August  3-12,  1978.  A  selection  committee  composed  of  artists  and 
numismatists  examined  a  total  of  34  designs  which  had  been  submitted  by  Canadian 
artists.  A  design  submitted  by  Toronto  artist  Raymond  Taylor  was  chosen. 

The  coin  is  composed  of  equal  quantities  of  silver  and  copper  and  measures  36 
mm.  in  diameter.  The  obverse  will  bear  the  effigy  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  and  the 
legend  “Dollar.  1978.  Canada.  Elizabeth  II.”  The  reverse  of  the  coin  will  show, 
along  its  perimeter,  the  official  symbols  of  the  ten  sports  which  comprise  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  Games.  The  centre  of  the  coin  will  show  the  Commonwealth  Games 
symbol,  with  the  words  “XI  Games.  XI  Jeux.  Commonwealth.  Edmonton  1978." 

Over  one  million  coins  will  be  struck  and  offered  for  sale  throughout  North 
America  and  Europe.  The  coins  will  go  on  sale  during  February  1978  and  will  be 
sold  for  *4.50  each.

Yes!  It  really  is  coming  soon  and  we  hope  that  this  extensively  revised  and 
enlarged  edition  will  have  been  worth  waiting  for.  The  Celtic,  Roman  Britain  and 
early  Anglo-Saxon  sections  have  been  completely  re-written  as  have  also  the  coins 
of  King  Stephen.  The  coins  of  Elizabeth  I  have  been  listed  under  their  separate 
coinages  for  the  first  time.  In  addition  a  valuation  or  estimate  of  rarity  is  given  in 
two  grades  of  preservation  from  Edward  the  Martyr  onwards,  and  most  important 
for  collectors  of  milled  coins,  the  listing  by  date  has  been  extended  to  cover  the 
period  Charles  II  to  George  III.  For  collectors  of  hammered  coins,  drawings  of 
mint  marks  now  preface  each  reign  where  they  occur;  mints  and  money ers  have 
been  included  for  the  ‘‘Short  Cross”  and  “Long  Cross”  coinages,  and  nearly  300 
new  illustrations  have  been  added  making  something  over  1,100  photographs  in  all. 
Not  unnaturally,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  execute  such  extensive  revision  without 
an  alteration  to  the  numbering,  and  although  this  may  lead  to  some  initial  confusion, 
it  was  impossible  to  do  otherwise.  The  anticipated  publication  date  is  early  March 
and  the  price  £6-f  55p  postage  (U.S.  $14-f$l  postage).  We  appreciate  this  is  quite 
a  jump  from  the  last  (1976)  edition,  but  we  think  it  will  be  agreed  that  out  claim  that 
this  is  the  finest  priced  guide  to  English  coins  is  fully  justified. 


Roman  Silver  Coins,  vol.  I:  The  Republic  to  Augustus. 

It  is  now  ten  years  since  the  last  price  revision  and  nearly  sixteen  years  since  its 
original  publication.  In  this  time  it  has  proved  to  be  most  popular  among  collectors 
and  we  have  had  to  reprint  several  times.  However,  with  the  publication  of  Michael 
Crawford’s  Roman  Republican  Coinage  (Cambridge,  1974)  we  felt  that  a  re-appraisal 
of  the  chronology  was  desirable.  Consequently  this  new  edition  reflects  recent  numis¬ 
matic  research  and  the  prices  have  been  brought  up  to  date.  In  addition  the  line 
blocks  have  been  replaced  by  photographs  of  coins  in  the  British  Museum.  The  new 
book  will  be  printed  on  art  paper  and  in  view  of  the  current  popularity  of  Republican 
coins,  should  be  a  most  handsome  and  timely  addition  to  any  library.  Publication  is 
expected  in  April  and  the  price  will  be  approximately  £7.50. 


Greek  Coins  and  their  Values,  vol.  I:  Europe

Early  last  year  it  became  apparent  that  the  manuscript  being  written  by  David 
Sear  would  be  too  much  for  one  volume.  Consequently  the  decision  was  taken  to 
split  the  book  into  two  volumes.  This  has  enabled  us  to  deal  far  more  extensively  with 
some  of  the  more  important  series.  Volume  I  will  therefore  contain  all  the  European 
issues,  except  for  those  of  the  Alexandrine  Empire,  and  Volume  II  the  Greek  coins  of 
Asia  and  Africa  including  most  of  the  coins  of  the  Hellenistic  monarchies.  Over  three 
thousand  coins  have  been  listed  in  the  first  volume  and  almost  half  this  number  are 


illustrated  from  specimens  in  the  British  Museum.  This  will  certainly  be  one  of  the 
most  lavish  handbooks  we  have  ever  produced.  Publication  is  expected  in  the  autumn 
with  a  price  of  approximately  £12.  Work  is  now  in  progress  on  Volume  II  which  we 
expect  to  be  published  in  1979. 


Collecting  Medals  and  Decorations 

A  considerably  revised  and  enlarged  edition  has  been  prepared  by  Alec  A.  Purves. 
The  original  edition  was  much  appreciated  by  collectors  and  we  hope  this  new 
edition  will  be  equally  acceptable.  Publication  will  be  late  1978,  price  not  yet  available. 
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Taverns  and  Tokens  of  Pepys’  London.  By  George  Berry 

In  this  new  book  the  author  brings  together  two  popular  areas  of  recreation — the 
collecting  of  17th  century  tokens  and  an  appreciation  of  old  “pubs”.  There  are  about 
ninety  taverns  mentioned  in  the  Pepys’  diaries  and  the  author  has  been  able  to 
discover  seventy-nine  which  issued  tokens.  This  should  prove  to  be  of  great  interest 
and  value  to  token  collectors  and  Pepys’  buffs  alike.  Publication  by  mid-year,  price 
approximately  £7.50.

U.K.  Gold  Restrictions  eased 

We  have  received  notification  that,  from  16th,  December  1977,  the  cut-off  date 
for  the  latest  gold  coins  which  can  be  imported  into  the  U.K.  has  been  lifted  from 
1837  to  1937. 

While  this  still  excludes  gold  coins  or  medals  issued  during  the  past  forty  years 
from  importation  it  does  now  enable  us  to  purchase  pre-1938  gold  from  overseas.  At 
the  present  time  we  are  keen  purchasers  of  all  Royal  Mint  proof  sets  from  1887  to 
1937  and  of  the  earlier  sets  of  1839  and  1853. 


VAT:  Amendment  to  provisions  regarding  legal  tender  Coinage  and  Bank^ 
Notes  * 

A  Treasury  Order  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  January  1978,  makes  an 
amendment  to  Notice  No.  701  (Appendix  B:  The  Exempt  Schedule;  Group  5 
Finance).  This  now  reads  “Notes:  (2)  This  Group  does  not  include  the  supply  of  a 
coin  (other  than  gold  coin  which  is  legal  tender  in  its  place  of  issue)  or  a  banknote  as 
a  collectors’  piece  or  as  an  investment  article.” 

In  other  words,  any  silver  or  base-metal  legal  tender  coins  or  notes  under  100  years 
attract  Value  Added  Tax  at  the  current  rate  of  8  per  cent.  Similar  legal  tender  items 
over  ioo  years  old  may  be  eligible  for  treatment  under  the  Special  Scheme  for 
Antiques. 

Please  note  that  all  coins  offered  for  sale  by  Seaby’s  arc  sold  on  a  tax-inclusive 
basis,  so  no  additional  tax  is  charged  as  such  to  clients.  A  tax  invoice  will  be  supplied  to 
trade  clients  in  the  U.K.  who  are  registered  for  tax.  No  alterations  will  be  made  to 
the  prices  of  coins  advertised  in  our  January  or  February  Bulletins.  VAT  will  not  be 
applicable  to  gold  coins.

An  Introduction  to  a  new  BBC-2  Television  Series

From  Friday,  March  10th,  on  BBC-2,  a  series  of  eight  weekly  programmes  will 
begin  on  coins,  entitled  “Heads  and  Tales”.  The  opportunity  for  Auntie  BBC’s 
sudden  incursion  into  the  intricacies  of  A,  /R ,  and  AL  has  arisen  with  the  discovery 
of  a  new  magnifying  lens  which  is  capable  of  transmitting  the  true  glory  of  fine 
specimens  in  hitherto  unattainable  detail.  I  am  engaged  to  present  the  programmes, 
and  Peter  Seaby  has  generously  offered  me  this  space  in  which  to  air  my  credentials, 
in  the  hope  that  I  may  manage  to  justify  this  selfish  invasion  of  the  public  medium 
with  a  subject  so  especially  personal  to  readers  of  the  Bulletin. 
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Well,  I  have  had  a  long  association  with  coins  of  all  sorts.  My  first  visits  to 
Seaby’s  (and  its  rivals,  let  the  truth  be  told)  began  during  the  war,  when  I  was  a 
spotty  thirteen-year-old  schoolboy.  Three  times  a  year,  the  dreaded  journey  that 
separated  holiday  freedom  from  scholastic  incarceration  was  marvellously  mitigated 
by  my  approach  to  No.  65,  Great  Portland  Street,  even  though  it  always  seemed  to  be 
raining.  I  would  be  clutching  three  or  four  neatly-folded  pound  notes,  each  one 
the  peace-offering  of  some  sympathetic  member  of  my  family  anxious  to  atone 
personally  for  the  institutional  indignities  forced  on  the  young  by  the  traditional 
educational  system  of  the  British  nation.  Therein,  hours  were  spent  in  a  state  of 
sustained  excitement,  while  I  balanced  the  desirability  of  one  humble  coin  against 
another,  and  counted  and  re-counted  my  remaining  change.  There  was  always  a  hope 
that  yet  one  more  short-cross  penny  might  be  squeezed  out  of  the  diminishing 
capital  sum  that  I  had  brought  with  me,  if  I  could  save  on  this  coin  to  splurge  on  that. 
I  am  quite  sure  now  that  I  learned  in  this  way  far  better  instant  mathematical 
calculation,  intellectual  concentration,  and  shrewd  judgement  of  quality  than  years 
of  formal  schooling  could  ever  have  taught  me.  Besides,  the  cabinets  were  arranged 
in  an  ordered  and  scholarly  manner  which  began  to  appeal  to  me,  and  I  remember 
and  appreciate  the  admirable  example  of  unruffled  patience  that  was  given  me  by 
the  staff,  even  though  the  hands  of  the  clock  crept  past  the  hour  of  five.  There  were 
moments  of  drama,  too,  in  this  studious  atmosphere.  On  one  occasion,  accompanied 
by  a  parent,  an  even  younger  customer  arrived,  who,  suddenly  overcome  with 
numismatic  intoxication,  was  resoundingly  sick  into  a  tin  wastepaper  basket,  held 
with  some  disdain  by  H.  A.  Seaby.  “A  beginner”,  I  remember  thinking  scornfully, 
as  I  returned  to  the  trays  of  antoniniani. 

I  hated  being  described  as  a  beginner  myself,  and  I  think  that  I  can  identify 
the  heady  moment  when  my  status  of  novice  was  subtly  upgraded  to  fully-fledged 
Member  of  the  Establishment — at  least  in  my  own  eyes.  At  school  breakfast  one 
morning,  the  buff  envelope  containing  the  Bulletin  was  heedlessly  tossed  in  my 
direction  by  the  scruffy  boy  designated  as  postman-of-the-week.  For  some  reason — 
perhaps  an  indulgent  visiting  relation — in  mid-term  I  actually  had  some  money. 
Suddenly  it  dawned  upon  me  that  there  was  no  need  to  limit  my  acquisition-rate  to 
seasonal  visits  in  person  to  Great  Portland  Street :  I  could  solicit  the  listed  treasures 
by  post.  Rapidly  my  eyes  drank  in  the  columns,  and  came  to  rest  on  a  really  status- 
conferring  item— a  paxs  penny  of  William  I,  almost  EF,  at  22/6.  That  was  just 
within  possibility;  off  went  the  postal  order,  covered  in  stamps,  and  two  days  later 
the  distinguished  blue-crossed  packet  dropped  into  the  pallid  consistency  of  my 
over-fried  egg.  Inside,  sandwiched  between  two  frustrating  cardboard  protectors 
(which  had  to  be  prised  apart  with  the  tine  of  a  fork),  lay  the  familiar  square  white 
envelope;  and  out  of  this  final  veil  slipped  at  last  the  glittering,  authentic,  time- 
encapsulating  relic  of  1066  and  all  that.  On  page  83  of  my  tatty  old  copy  of  Brooke, 
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in  the  listing  of  moneyers  for  the  mint  of  Southwark,  Osmund  is  still  underlined; 
and  in  the  margin  is  the  gloss,  written  triumphantly  in  pencil,  “Mine:  Type  VI 1 1”. 

From  that  time  on,  I  judged  myself  worthy  to  be  counted  among  that  privileged 
elitist  brotherhood,  whose  possessions  gave  them  such  special  and  obscure  insights 
into  the  lifeless  evolution  of  conventional  history  as  taught  in  the  classroom.  True, 
in  my  tray  of  pence,  kings  John,  Richard  I,  and  Henry  III  merged  imperceptibly 
into  each  other,  Magna  Carta,  Lion  Heart,  or  Simon  de  Montfort  notwithstanding. 
But  King  Stephen’s  improvidence  was  neatly  summarised  by  the  dreadful,  chewcd- 
up  piece  I  owned,  while  among  the  groats  I  could  see  King  Henry  Tudor  turn 
smartly  to  the  right  to  watch  the  stately  Renaissance  pageant  start  its  English  progress. 
Later,  my  coins  led  me  back  into  Anglo-Saxon  times,  and  bestowred  upon  me  a 
prestigious  fund  of  arcane  knowledge,  quite  outside  the  competence  of  my  apprehen¬ 
sive  history-teachers,  let  alone  the  school  curriculum.  “Reading  round  the  subject”, 
this  wayward  straying  had  to  be  called  for  form’s  sake:  but  when  it  came  to  the 
Cambridge  Scholarship  examination,  it  was  the  neglected  Anglo-Saxon  questions 
in  the  history  paper  that  I  chose  to  answer — and  got  it,  thanks  to  St.  Edmund, 
CUNETTI,  and  Archbishop  Ceolnoth. 

As  the  years  went  by,  the  Romans  took  over  my  cabinet,  and  the  paxs  penny 
was  sold — for  very  much  more  than  22/6.  Then  came  Greeks;  then  Indians  and 
Persians;  then  Romans  again;  but  this  time  it  was  “fringe”  Romans  from  outlying 
provinces,  upon  which  real  romans  looked  with  dread,  in  case,  like  Ovid,  they  might 
be  banished  there. 


At  any  rate,  the  eight  Friday  programmes  that  I  have  prepared  for  BBC-2  all 
reflect  the  close  relationship  I  have  had  with  many  different  sorts  of  coins — and 
their  historical  contexts — since  callow  youth. 

Of  course,  I  can  hardly  claim  that  these  eight  short  programmes  constitute  any 
sort  of  comprehensive  History  of  the  Coinage:  rather  I  prefer  to  regard  them  as 
quick  dips  into  the  numismatic  bran-tub.  Equally,  I  have  been  obliged  to  narrow 
my  sights  to  a  pin-point  of  precision,  as  the  fifteen-minute  format  procludes  anything 
but  the  most  essential  material  to  make  sense  to  the  lay  public.  Framing  brief 
television  programmes  like  these  requires  most  of  all  the  art  of  leaving  things  out, 
and  I  therefore  take  this  opportunity  to  apologise  in  advance  for  not  including 
shining  examples  of  everyones’  most  cherished  coins — indeed  many  of  my  own 
favourites  receive  no  mention  either.  Also,  the  vast  proportion  of  the  peak-hour 
television  audience  is  sadly  not  composed  of  ardent,  knowledgeable  numismatists; 
it  consists  rather  of  responsible  citizens  waiting  for  the  news,  or,  more  probably, 
idle  ones  too  inert  to  turn  off  their  sets  after  the  quiz  show.  It  is  to  this  polymorphous  m 
audience  that  such  programmes  have  to  be  directed,  and  as  a  result,  Bulletin  readers 
may  find  my  matter  somewhat  obvious,  and  its  treatment  over-simplified.  For  this 
I  offer  more  apologies  in  advance.  Consider,  though,  that  such  a  style  of  presentation 
might  help  illuminate  such  people  as  those  patient  wives,  so  indulgently  mystified 
by  the  single-minded  obsession  of  their  collector  husbands;  or  the  parents  of 
schoolboy  collectors,  mistrustful  of  their  offsprings’  reckless  prodigality  with  their 
pocket-money.  If  “Heads  and  Tales”  (awful  title)  throws  a  little  light  in  this  direction 
at  least,  then  surely  the  programmes  will  have  performed  some  service! 
f  As  a  guide  to  the  “selective  viewer”,  I  append  below  an  indication  of  what 
they  are  about. 


March  10th 

“Rich  as  Croesus”  introduces  coinage  as  a  novel  medium  of  exchange  in  Lydia  and 
Persia,  and  contrasts  it  with  some  of  the  bizarre  (to  us)  manifestations  of  money  that 
we  encounter  in  ethnography. 
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March  17th 

“A  Handful  of  Sculpture”  demonstrates  how  in  the  cities  of  Greek  Sicily  the  citizens’  chauvin¬ 
ism  prompted  a  rivalry  for  prestige  on  the  coins,  which  grew  into  a  veritable  artistic  competition. 
March  24th 

“The  King’s  Money”  shows  the  “cult  of  the  personality”  developing  with  the  portraiture  of 
Hellenistic  monarchs,  and  then  becoming  a  subtle  political  device  on  Roman  issues. 

March  31st 

“Current  Events”  is  a  numismatic  commentary  on  the  course  of  the  Civil  War  of  a.d.  68-69, 
emphasising  the  propagandist,  public  relations  purpose  of  the  Imperial  Roman  coinage. 

April  7th 

“East  and  West”  is  concerned  with  the  decline  and  fall  of  the  Roman  Empire  through  coins,  and 
then  reveals  the  scene  after  the  fog  of  the  Dark  Ages  has  lifted. 

April  14th 

“An  Art  for  the  Merchant”  follows  the  expansion  of  trade  in  the  Middle  Ages  from  Italy  to 
England,  exemplified  by  the  splendid  Gothic  gold  coins  which  served  it. 

April  21st 

“Desperate  Measures”  shows  how  the  fine  coinage  of  our  artistic  king  Charles  I  degenerates 
into  makeshift  siege-pieces,  as  the  shock  of  Civil  War  touches  various  parts  of  the  country. 

April  28th 

“Make  your  own  Money”  describes  the  economic  causes  behind  18th  century  English  token 
coinage,  and  reveals  the  pride  of  achievement,  commercial  enterprise,  and  political  comment 
that  the  issuers  of  the  tokens  declare  on  them.

Bombay  II  Copper  Coinages 

2.  1704-1788 

There  were  several  issues  of  copper  coins  over  this  period  and  whilst  an  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  rarity  of  each  coin  is  not  as  difficult  as  the  earlier  issue  of  copperoons 
there  are  some  problems.  Although  most  of  these  coins  are  dated  they  often  have  the 
date  completely  off  the  flan  and  in  many  instances  we  must  be  content  with  only  part 
of  the  date  showing.  In  some  cases  no  coins  are  currently  known  showing  a  complete 
date  and  this  particularly  applies  to  the  smaller  pieces.  With  the  earlier  issues  there 
can  be  some  confusion  over  the  types.  If  there  is  no  clear  date  and  the  top  of  the 
design  on  the  obverse  is  missing  it  is  not  easy  to  tell  the  difference  between  the 
“stars”  type  and  the  “GR”  type. 

The  lack  of  reliable  information,  until  quite  recently,  has  led  to  confusing  des- 
criptions  in  dealers’  lists  and  sales  catalogues  and  I  have  therefore  placed  a  good  deal 
of  reliance  on  information  supplied  to  me  by  the  British  Museum  and  fellow 
collectors. 

This  survey  does  not  include  the  dated  series  of  this  period  attributed  to  the 
Malabar  coast.  This  will  be  dealt  with  at  a  later  date.

The  “stars”  type  coins  are  particularly  difficult  to  identify  for  seldom  are  the  stars 
clear  with  the  flans  being  altogether  too  small  for  the  dies.  Major  Pridmore  is  of  the 
opinion  that  this  may  have  been  a  dated  series  but  no  coins  have  yet  been  traced 
showing  even  a  partial  date.  With  other  coins  of  Bombay  around  this  period  bearing 
dates  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  these  were  also  and  it  would  be  useful  to  know  if 


any  collectors  own  specimens  bearing  dates. 

One  of  each  denomination  was  traced  as  being  offered  for  sale  over  the  past 
twenty  years  and  although  the  Half  Pice  would  seem  to  be  more  difficult  to  find 
than  the  Pice  it  is  curious  to  note  that  whilst  the  B.M.  and  the  Parsons  collection 
contained  a  Pice  neither  had  a  Half  Pice. 
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The  Double  Pice  of  1728  is  the  most  likely  of  the  “GR”  type  coins  to  be  found  for 
although  the  B.M.  has  a  good  selection  of  other  dates  1730-35  they  are  extremely 
difficult  coins  to  find  and  very  rare.  The  Parsons  collection  contained  one  of  1730  and 
one  of  1733.  It  also  had  one  of  1737  which,  whilst  being  recorded  by  Atkins,  could 
not  be  traced  by  Pridmore.  The  Parsons  sale  coin  was  not,  unfortunately,  described 
by  date  but  by  Atkins  number  (44)  and  it  could  have  been  a  catalogue  error.  The  only 
Double  Pice  I  can  find  having  been  offered  for  sale  over  the  period  had  illegible 
dates.  The  B.M.  also  has  four  with  unknown  dates.  Although  there  are  no  dates 
recorded  for  the  Pice  and  £  Pice  Major  Pridmore  was  able  to  identify  the  first  three 
digits  of  dates  for  the  Pice  172-  and  173-  and  he  suggests  that  these  may  be  1728 
and  1738.  Not  even  partial  dates  can  be  recorded  for  the  £  Pice.  Any  Pice  or  £  Pice 
with  a  complete  date  showing  would  be  considerably  rarer  than  the  indicated  rating. 
I  have  traced  only  one  Pice  having  been  offered  for  sale  and  none  of  the  £  Pice. 
The  reduced  weight  Pice  of  1749  presents  a  puzzle  for  there  are  none  in  the  B.M. 
and  the  three  listed  would  seem  to  have  come  from  the  same  source,  no  others  are 
known  to  me. 

The  Double  Pice  and  Pice  of  the  period  1773-1788  are  quite  common  coins, 
often  found  with  illegible  date.  Those  dated  other  than  1773  are  noted  by  Pridmore 
as  being  possible  forgeries  and  certainly  those  of  1773  are  the  only  ones  that  turn  up 
regularly.  Double  Pice  and  Pice  of  1777  are  recorded  although  Pridmore  does  not 
include  this  date  in  his  list.  Atkins  records  this  date  for  the  Pice  and  I  have  also  found 
Double  Pice,  Pice  and  £  Pice  ( ?)  in  dealers’  lists  and  catalogues.  The  £  Pice  is,  no 
doubt,  a  mistaken  Pice  and  in  all  these  instances  the  coins  were  almost  certainly  of 
1773.  The  reason  for  the  misreading  of  these  dates  can  easily  be  understood  for,  as 
with  so  many  of  these  locally  struck  coins,  the  date  is  often  either  completely  off  the 
flan  or,  as  in  the  case  of  these  coins,  partially  off  the  flan.  The  3  in  the  1773  coins  is 
invariably  of  the  “flat  topped”  variety  and  if  the  flan  edge  is  across  the  bottom  of  the 
3  it  can  be  mistaken  for  a  7.  To  verify  the  existence  of  a  1777  coin  it  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  find  a  specimen  with  the  complete  date  on  the  flan,  and  even  then  it  might  be 
considered  a  forgery!  I  have  therefore  excluded  the  date  from  this  survey.  Finding 
Double  Pice  and  Pice  with  any  date  at  all  can  be  difficult  for  of  the  seven  Double 
Pice  I  can  trace  as  having  been  sold  five  had  illegible  dates  and  the  B.M.,  with  five 
dated  coins,  also  has  six  with  illegible  dates.  There  are  also  two  Pice  in  the  B.M. 
without  dates  and  the  five  I  can  find  as  being  offered  all  had  uncertain  dates.  There  is  a 
Double  Pice  in  the  B.M.  with  balemark  each  side  and  another  appeared  in  a  dealer’s 
list  a  few  years  ago.  Another  variety,  in  my  own  collection,  is  a  Double  Pice,  with 
illegible  date,  with  the  E  and  I  in  the  balemark  transposed.  Both  these  varieties 
probably  rate  R5-R6  but  they  may  well  be  contemporary  forgeries.  The  undated 
£  Pice  and  £  Pice  are  rare  coins  with  only  one  of  the  £  Pice  being  traced  as  offered 
over  the  past  twenty  years  and  none  of  the  £  Pice. 

I  have  been  unable  to  trace  a  specimen  of  the  countermarked  Pice  of  1788  but 
Pridmore  illustrates  two  varieties,  one  with  large  date  and  one  with  small  date. 

With  so  many  of  these  coins  having  illegible  dates  there  will  be  occasions  when  a 
collector  must  be  content  with  obtaining  a  type  regardless  of  date,  legible  or  not, 
and  for  this  reason  a  rarity  rating  for  the  different  types  may  be  useful.  This  shows 
the  total  number  of  each  type  traced,  regardless  of  dates.

OBITUARY 

We  announce  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  J.  R.  Parnell  senior  at  his  home  in  New  York, 
on  September  13th,  1977  after  a  long  illness  resisted  with  great  courage.  John  was  bom  in 
Belvedere  or  in  Sydenham,  England,  on  September  6th,  1901,  and  emigrated  to  the  United 
States  ol  America  in  1920,  taking  with  him  an  important  collection  of  XVIII  century  tokens 
and  related  rare  numismatic  works,  formed  by  members  of  his  family  in  the  early  days  of  the 
XIX  century.  During  his  lifetime  the  collection  became  a  family  trust.  Mr.  Famell  was  an 
engineer  and  became  head  ol  the  Famell  Engineering  Company,  retiring  in  1950. 

His  knowledge  of  tokens,  and  of  English  history  of  the  late  XVIII  and  early  XIX  centuries 
was  profound,  and  willingly  placed  at  the  service  of  his  friends,  once  he  had  assured  himself  of 
their  real  interest  in  the  subject.  He  did  not  believe  in  spoon-feeding  and  making  the  way  easy 
lor  those  who  were  not  prepared  to  make  considerable  effort  on  their  own  behalf.  Often  he 
would  give  a  clue  to  a  problem,  but  in  such  a  form  that  the  answer  was  only  apparent  after 
considerable  research  by  the  recipient  of  his  advice.  Many  of  his  articles,  some  of  which  appeared 
in  this  bulletin,  were  written  in  the  same  way,  but  beneath  deliberate  obscurity  lay  a  fund  of 
knowledge.  He  had  a  great  sympathy  for  mankind,  both  in  the  troubled  times  at  the  end  of  the 
XVIII  century,  and  also  in  the  equally  troubled  third  quarter  of  the  XXth.  A  great  admirer  of 
Thomas  Paine,  he  felt  that  true  appreciation  of  the  reformer’s  work  was  long  overdue,  though 
he  was  not  always  in  accord  with  the  leaders  ol  various  T  homas  Paine  Societies.  In  the  words 
of  his  widow,  “John  lived  and  breathed  tokens,  medals,  Thomas  Paine,  and  his  garden.”  The 
passing  ol  this  complex  and  talented  gentleman  leaves  an  irreplaceable  void  in  the  ranks  of  the 
token-collecting  fraternity. 

He  leaves  a  widow,  Alice,  and  three  sons,  to  whom  we  extend  our  sympathy  in  their  great 
loss. — R.C.B.

A  tribute  to  Michael  Mitchiner’s  Oriental  Coins  and  their  Values.  I  am  writing  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  Michael  Mitchiner’s  new  work  “Oriental  Coins  and  their  Values” 
which  I  was  lucky  enough  to  receive  for  Christmas.  I  had  no  knowledge  of  Islamic  coins  or  of 
Arabic  and  only  a  very  hazy  idea  of  the  tremendous  historical  influence  of  the  Moslems.  The 
historical  notes  are  set  out  so  lucidly  that  a  vast  panorama  of  complicated  history  suddenly 
becomes  clear  to  the  reader.  With  a  little  perseverance  the  rudiments  of  Arabic  script  can  be 
grasped — indeed  to  the  uninitiated  it  could  be  described  as  a  type  of  shorthand  albeit  reading 
right  to  left;  a  knowledge  of  the  Koran  can  be  gained,  mint  names  can  be  recognised  and 
numerals  are  just  a  piece  of  cake.  The  book  is  lavishly  illustrated  although  it  is  not  too  easy  to 
associate  the  illustrations  with  the  text  as  the  photographs  are  not  numbered. 

However,  for  me,  a  whole  new  area  of  collecting  has  been  opened  up  within  a  price  range 
that  is  most  reasonable  and  a  vast  piece  of  complicated  history  has  been  simplified. — F.  T.  Marr 
London ,  N.W.  8.

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MEDAL  COLLECTORS’  SECTION 

THE  ASHANTI  WAR,  1873-74 

By  R.  A.  Wyrill 


“Coomassie  was  a  town  insulated  by  a  deadly  swamp.  A  thick  jungly  forest 
— so  dense  that  the  sun  seldom  pierced  the  foliage;  so  sickly  that  die  strongest 
fell  victims  to  the  malaria  it  cherished— surrounded  it ...  the  British  army  had 
to  march  140  miles,  leaving  numbers  behind  sick  of  fever  and  dysentery.” 

These  words,  written  by  H.  M.  Stanley  who  accompanied  the  expedition 
as  a  correspondent,  summarise  well  the  difficulties  involved  in  the  mounting 
of  a  punitive  campaign  against  the  powerful  Ashanti  nation  of  West  Africa. 
As  in  so  many  Victorian  wars,  the  real  problem  was  less  the  enemy— resourceful 
and  daring  though  they  were— than  the  climate  and  the  terrain,  with  the 
attendant  difficulties  of  supply,  transport  and  health.  The  medal  for  the  war, 
sanctioned  in  June  1874,  bears  on  the  reverse  an  artistic  interpretation  of  the 
realities  of  bush  fighting;  a  single  bar— Coomassie— was  granted  to  those 
present  at  the  battles  of  Amoafu  and  Odasu,  and  to  those  troops  north  of  the 
river  Pra  between  31st  January  and  4th  February  1874. 

A  European  presence  on  the  coast  of  West  Africa  was  ot  long  standing, 
represented  by  fortified  trading  posts  originally  used  for  the  collection  of  slaves. 
The  coastal  area  was  settled  by  a  number  of  small  tribes,  known  collectively  as 
the  Fanti,  who  acted  as  middlemen  between  the  white  traders— chiefly  Dutch, 
Danish  and  British— and  the  inland  tribes  who  together  made  up  the  Ashanti 
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THE  ASHANTI  WAR 


ni?tl0i?’  /\sBantis  Pose^  a  constant  threat  of  expansion  towards  the  sea; 
the  ranti,  although  banded  together  in  a  confederation,  had  little  success 
militarily  except  in  1826  when,  with  British  help,  the  Ashantis  were  defeated 
at  Dodowa  A  treaty  in  1831  iormed  the  basis  of  the  relationship  between  the 
banti,  the  Ashanti  and  the  British  for  forty  years,  despite  sporadic  unrest: 
during  this  period,  the  policy  of  the  government  alternated  between  involve- 
m(-nt  in  nati\  e  afiairs,  and  a  wish  to  disengage  completely 

,Q^n  V850,  tBe  British  government  took  over  the  Danish  forts;  but  in  the 
looUs,  the  Ashantis  caused  trouble  in  the  protectorate  by  attempting  to  assert 
their  suzerainty  over  the  coastal  tribes.  An  expedition  composed  largely  of 
West  Indian  troops  reached  Prasu  in  a  vain  attempt  to  chastise  them,  but  was 
withdrawn  when  disease  began  to  take  its  toll.  A  House  of  Commons  Select 
Committee,  reporting  in  1865,  advised  eventual  withdrawal  from  West  Africa 
a^o  there  was  little  enthusiasm  for  further  armed  intervention. 

Kon  Karikari  was  enstooled  in  1867  as  Asantehene,  or  King  of  Ashanti,  and 
rapidly  demonstrated  a  desire  to  reassert  Ashanti  power  over  the  buffer  states 
ot  \v  assaw  and  Denkyera.  Two  expeditions  were  mounted,  one  to  Elmina  on 
the  coast,  and  the  other  to  the  lower  Volta.  That  to  Elmina  under  the  general 
Akyeapon  reached  the  town  in  1869;  the  presence  of  hostile  Ashantis  in  the 
vicinity  prompted  Holland  to  give  up  her  Gold  Coast  possessions.  The  other 
expedition  achieved  little  other  than  the  capture  of  two  German  missionaries, 
sent  back  to  Kumasi  as  hostages. 

Kofi  Karikari  objected  to  the  Dutch  transfer  of  Elmina  to  the  British, 
maintaining  that  he  was  owed  an  annual  tribute;  the  inhabitants  also  objected, 
and  it  was  not  until  1872  that  the  transfer  was  ratified.  The  new  Governor, 
John  1  ope-Hennessy,  pursued  a  policy  ol  appeasement;  his  negotiations  for  the 
release  ol  the  missionaries  w?erc  totally  unsuccessful,  serving  little  more  than 
to  give  the  Ashanti  time  to  re-arm.  In  December  1872  the  Ashantis  struck 
again,  with  a  three  pronged  attack.  One  force  marched  against  Wassaw  and 
Denkyera,  and  a  smaller  force  moved  east  against  Akim ;  the  bulk  of  the  army, 
under  the  Ashanti  commander  Amankwa  Tia  marched  directly  for  Cape 
Coast.  The  Fanti  levies  met  the  Ashanti  in  a  series  of  engagements;  at  Dunkwa, 
m  April  18  73  they  stood  fast,  but  retreated  towards  the  coast  after  the  Ashanti 
attack  had  spent  itself.  In  June,  the  Denkyeras  were  attacked  at  Jukwa,  and 
soundly  beaten;  refugees  scrambled  to  Cape  Coast,  and  the  Ashantis  were  now 
within  a  day  s  march  of  Elmina.  Royal  Navy  ships  carried  out  a  short  bom- 
arament,  together  with  operations  by  the  marines  on  land,  to  prevent  seizure 
ol  the  town  by  Ashanti  supporters. 

The  Government  had  been  watching  events  anxiously.  In  March,  Lord 
Kimberley,  the  Colonial  Secretary,  had  despatched  four  companies  of  the 
West  India  regiment  from  Barbados,  together  with  100  marines,  to  Elmina. 

1  he  Ashanti  aims  were  clear— to  retake  Elmina,  and  to  re-establish  their  autho¬ 
rity  o\er  Denkyera,  Wassaw,  Akim  and  Assin.  After  the  new’s  of  Jukwa,  a 
further  200  marines  were  ordered  to  the  Gold  Coast.  Discussions  had  already 
taken  place  between  Kimberley,  Cardwell  (Secretary  for  War)  and  Sir  Garnet 
Wolseley,  following  vfiich  Wolseley  had  drawn  up  contingency  plans  for 
intervention,  and  he  was  formally  appointed  Administrator  and  Commander- 
m-Chief  on  the  Gold  Coast  on  13th  August  1873.  Major-General  Sir  Garnet 
Wolseley  was  perhapsithe  best  of  the  Victorian  generals;  intelligent,  impatient 
of  established  theories  and  practices  ot  war,  he  had  learnt  by  experience  in 
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campaigns  ranging  from  Burma  to  Canada.  His  careful  plans  and  forethough 
were  to  prove  of  inestimable  value  in  the  coming  campaign. 

Wolseley  set  off  for  the  Gold  Coast  on  12th  September,  with  a  nucleus  of 
hand-picked  “special  service”  officers,  whose  names  recur  in  later  campaigns — 
Evelyn  Wood,  Baker  Russell,  Redvers  Buller  and  George  Colley.  He  was  asked 
initially  to  recruit  local  forces,  led  by  his  special  service  officers,  in  order  to 
force  the  Ashanti  back  across  the  River  Pra.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that 
Wolseley  was  personally  inclined  from  the  start  to  import  white  troops  (although 
Kimberley  did  not  commit  the  government  to  this),  and  to  take  them  to 
Kumasi.  During  the  voyage,  news  was  received  of  attacks  made  on  naval  boat 
parties  at  the  coastal  village  of  Shama  and  Takoradi,  which  resulted  in  bom¬ 
bardment  by  HMS  Argus,  Rattlesnake  and  Barracouta.  These  events  stirred 
popular  passions  in  favour  of  armed  intervention,  and  incidentally  inundated 
the  expedition  with  war  correspondents. 

Wolseley  landed  at  Cape  Coast  on  2nd  October,  but  his  attempts  to  recruit 
local  forces  met  with  little  success.  Two  native  regiments  were  formed,  of 
Cape  Coast  levies,  Fanti  tribesmen  and  Hausa  policemen;  these  were  named 
after  their  commanders,  Baker  Russell  and  Evelyn  Wood.  A  detachment  of 
Hausas  was  trained  by  Captain  Rait,  R.A.  to  operate  artillery  and  rockets. 
Following  his  instructions,  Wolseley  also  opened  correspondence  with  King 
Kofi  Karikari  demanding,  as  necessary  preliminaries  to  peace,  withdrawal 
from  the  protectorate,  the  release  of  the  hostages  and  a  promise  of  compensation. 
An  attack  on  the  Ashanti  army  near  Elmina  was  organised,  when  Wolseley 
took  a  mixed  force  of  sailors,  marines  and  West  Indians  on  a  20  mile  march, 
during  which  three  villages  were  destroyed,  depriving  the  Ashantis  of  access  to 
food  supplies  and  raising  the  morale  of  his  limited  forces.  This  episode  gave 
Wolseley  an  insight  into  the  difficulties  of  bush  fighting: 

“.  .  .  a  very  exceptionally  large  proportion  of  officers  is  required.  Owing  to 
the  dense  cover,  an  officer  can  only  exercise  control  over  the  men  close  to 
him,  and  for  this  kind  of  work  there  should  be  at  least  one  officer  to  every 
20  men.”  (Brackenbury) 


Wolseley  made  his  request  for  two  battalions  of  British  troops  on  13th 
October,  and  followed  it  up  on  24th  October  with  a  request  for  a  third  battalion, 
because  of  the  poor  response  from  the  Fanti  for  help.  The  shipment  of  stores 
for  1,500  men  had  already  been  authorised,  and  on  17th  November  departure 
of  the  three  battalions  next  in  line  for  foreign  service — 2nd  Battalion  23rd 
Royal  Welch  Fusiliers,  2nd  battalion  Rifle  Brigade  and  1st  battalion  42nd 
(Black  Watch) — was  sanctioned.  Wolseley’s  reports  had  assured  the  govern¬ 
ment  that  if  the  campaign  was  limited  to  the  dry  months  between  December 
and  March,  and  if  the  troops  were  marched  straight  to  the  Pra,  many  of  the 
dangers  associated  with  operations  in  West  Africa  could  be  avoided.  Additional 
stores  sent  out  at  Wolseley’s  request  included  war  rockets,  pontoons  for 
bridging  and  filters  for  water  purification.  His  instructions  on  uniform  were 
clear:  the  material  should  be  grey  serge  or  Canadian  homespun;  officers 
were  to  wear  Norfolk  jackets,  trousers,  shooting  boots  and  gaiters,  with  cork 
helmets  and  puggrees,  while  the  men  were  to  wear  smock  tops,  trousers,  long 
sailors  boots  and  helmets.  Officers  were  to  carry  revolvers  and  sword  bayonets; 
the  men  to  use  short  Snider-Enfield  breech-loaders,  again  with  sword  bayonets.
